Also  in  honor  of  the  building’s 
birthday,  bowling  rates  in  the

p.m.  The  film  “The  Great 
Grasscutter”  will  be  shown  in  the 
Varsity  Theater  from  I until  3 
p.m.  Tonight,  a contemporary 
dance  will  be  held  in  the  ballroom 
from  8 p.m.  until  10:30  p.m. 
Music  will  be  provided  by  A Kind 
of  Loving  and  admission  will  be 
25  cents. 


Planning  for  the  student  center 
took  12  years.  In  1942  an  Armed 
Service  Men’s  Fund  was 
established,  marking  the  beginning 
of  donations  toward  construction 
of  the  Wilkinson  Center.  By  1950, 
$80,000  had  been  donated. 
Beginning  in  1953,  some  student 
funds  were  donated.  Ground  was 
broken  for  construction  in  June, 
1961,  and  the  building  was 
completed  in  May,  1964. 

Total  cost  of  the  building  was 
$6  million,  of  which  6 per  cent 
was  paid  by  the  students,  17  per 
cent  by  Food  Services  and  the 
Bookstore,  and  22  per  cent  by  the 
LDS  Church.  The  building  covers 
an  area  of  just  under  eight  acres.

Alabama,  Ohio  and  Indiana 
hold  primaries  Tuesday  with  the 
national  spotlight  focused  on 
George  C.  Wallace’s  bid  to  wrest 
the  governor’s  chair  from  the  man 
he  helped  become  lieutenant 
governor  in  1966. 

But  Gov.  Albert  Brewer,  41, 
who  became  Alabama’s  chief 
executive  when  Wallace’s  wife. 
Gov.  Lurleen  Wallace,  died  in 
1968,  has  predicted  he  will  win 
without  a runoff. 

Ohio  voters  will  nominate  party 
candidates  for  a variety  of  state 
offices,  including  governor,  but 
the  main  interest  will  be  on  the 
choice  of  a Republican  and  a 
Democrat  to  try  for  the  seat  being 
vacated  by  Democratic  Sen.

Court  Continues 
Election  Probe 


The  Supreme  Court  has  almost 
come  to  a final  decision  in  the 
election  case,  according  to  Chief 
Justice  STeve  Gulbrandsen. 

He  said  he  is  hopeful  the 
hearings  would  be  finished  after 
an  early-morning  meeting  at  6:30 
today.  “I  am  hopeful  that  the 
elections  will  be  held  at  the  end  of 
this  week,”  he  said. 

Meanwhile,  Justice  Gary  Hunter 
has  asked  to  be  released  because 
of  what  he  termed  “strictly 
personal  reasons.’’  Hunter 
explained  that  his  Church  duties 
were  pressing  and  he  was  behind 
in  a four-hour  class.  “Because  of 
pressure  in  my  Church  activities 
and  my  studies,  I asked  to  be 
released,”  he  commented. 

Ken  Kartchner,  ASBYU 
president,  named  J.  Glade 
Soelberg,  a graduate  student  in 
speech  from  Payette,  Idaho,  to 
replace  him.  Soelberg  is  also  a 
major  in  the  Army  ROTC 
program  and  has  appeared  as  a 
panelist  in  several  panel 
discussions  about  The  Church  and 
the  military  and  Vietnam. 

Gulbrandsen  reports  that  the 
Court  has  been  meeting  every  day 
from  about  8 p.m.  to  2 a.m.  to 
discuss  the  case  and  that  “I  think 
we  only  missed  one  day  this 
week.” 

He  added  that  the  Court  has 
“made  a point  to  be  as  thorough 
and  as  honest  and  as  complete  as 
possible  and  that’s  why  it  has 
taken  so  long.” 

Gulbrandsen  emphasized  that 
“my  four  colleagues  are  about  as 
good  as  any  group  of  people  I’ve 
known.”  He  said  they  have  held 


positions  between  them  as  a 
former  student  body  president,  a 
member  of  a bishopric,  members 
of  four  Elder’s  Quorum 
presidencies,  a Hinckley  scholar, 
an  Air  Force  ROTC  leader,  an 
Army  ROTC  leader,  an  instructor 
in  the  Language  Training  Mission, 
an  ex-sophomore  class  president 
and  two  teaching  assistants. 

Meanwhile,  J.  Elliot  Cameron, 
dean  of  students,  reports  that 
President  Wilkinson’s  investigation 
was  not  a decision  he  made.  He 
said  BYU  students  contacted 
members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
and  expressed  concern.  The  Board 
then  decided  to  have  the 
President,  as  their  administrative 
arm,  investigate.  Wilkinson  turned 
the  investigation  over  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  which  has  been 
hearing  witnesses  since  the  middle 
of  last  week.

True  Joy  Comes 
With  Repentance 

At  a convention  held  in  one  of  our  large  American  cities,  the  varied 
aspects  of  human  incorrigibility  were  discussed  by  500  delegates  from  a 
number  of  Western  nations.  For  four  days  experts  in  jurisprudence, 
criminology,  penology,  social  hygiene,  drug  addiction  and  psychiatry 
sought  ways  of  improving  their  services  in  the  detection  and  prevention 
of  crime. 

In  one  of  the  closing  sessions  an  undistinguished  man  arose  in  the 
body  of  the  hall  and  asked  permission  to  speak.  Consent  was  given  and 
the  man  told  this  story: 

“I  am  not  a criminologist.  I have  not  studied  psychology  or 
psychiatry.  However,  I was  a criminal.  I served  tinie  in  a number  of 
prisons. 

“One  day  a girl  visited  the  prison  in  which  I was  incarcerated.  She 
was  a missionary.  She  passed  a small  black  book  through  the  bars  and 
asked  me  to  read  it.  I told  her  I did  not  care  to  read  any  books  and 
tossed  the  little  volume  into  the  corner  of  my  cell. 

“It  laid  there  for  several  days  undisturbed.  One  day  I felt  unusually 
bitter  and  discouraged  and  curiosity  impelled  me  to  pick  up  the  book 
and  read  it.  It  was  the  New  Testament.  I found  it  fascinating  and  could 
scarcely  lay  it  down. 

The  conscience  of  this  man  was  quickened  by  the  power  of  faith  in 
Jesus  Christ.  This  faith  brought  home  to  him  with  tremendous  power 
the  majesty  of  Christ’s  laws,  the  grandeur  of  his  pure  character  and  the 
reality  of  his  immortality.  By  the  impact  of  this  stirring  faith,  the 
obdurate  heart  of  the  prisoner  was  completely  changed  from  selfishness 
and  hate  to  goodness  and  love. 

This  change  of  heart,  or  attitude,  is  what  the  Master  called 
“conversion.”  There  is  no  rehef  from  the  evils  of  human  nature  without 
this  change.  The  Savior  must  have  had  this  thought  in  mind  when  he 
said,  “Make  the  tree  good  and  the  fruit  will  be  good.”  He  stressed  this 
inner  transformation  of  soul  that  comes  through  genuine  repentance  as 
inspired  by  “godly  sorrow  for  sin.” 

This  heart-purifying  spirit  of  repentance  is  a gift  of  God.  It  is 
awakened  in  the  heart  by  genuine  faith  in  Jesus  Christ.  The  Savior  is  the 
author  and  giver  of  this  repentance-inspired  faith. 

Conventions  can  help  scientists  to  understand  the  incorrigibles  and 
devise  programs  to  turn  them  from  wrong-doing,  but  only  a change  in 
the  individual  habits  and  acts,  inspired  by  a pure  love  for  truth  and 
right,  can  in  the  ultimate  make  a person  inwardly  good.  And  only  the 
deep  consciousness  that  one’s  wrongful  acts  have  caused  pain  to  one 
who  is  perfectly  innocent  can  awaken  in  the  heart  the  deep  regret  for 
sin  that  purges  from  the  soul  all  that  is  dross,  leaving  only  the  pure  and 
holy. 

Jesus  Christ  is  in  fact  and  truth  our  Savior,  our  Redeemer  and  our 
Lord.  By  his  spotless  life,  his  gracious  ministry,  his  ignominous 
suffering  and  his  triumphant  victory  over  death,  he  has  revealed  to  the 
world  the  infinite  goodness,  love  and  majesty  of  God  and  with  it  the 
power  that  stirs  the  heart  to  believe  and  truly  repent. 

Actors  Recreate 
King’s  Mistake 

There  was  once  a king  who,  according  to  Hans  Cristian  Anderson, 
paraded  in  the  absolute  nude  before  all  of  the  people  in  his  kingdom. 
The  poor  soul  had  been  fooled  into  believing  that  he  was  wearing  a type 
of  cloth  that  only  the  very  wise  could  see,  and  it  wouldn’t  do  for  a king 
to  admit  he  wasn’t  wise.  After  all,  aren’t  kings  supposed  to  be  the

Not  because  they  like  to  look 
at  naked  actors,  of  course,  but  rather,  they  claim,  because  they  want  to 
appreciate  true  art. 

Unfortunately,  our  new  story  does  not  yet  have  a happy  ending. 
Many  of  these  bewildered  dramatists  are  still  parading  around  stark 
naked,  believing  that  they  are  actually  true  artists.  They  haven’t  yet 
come  to  realize  that  they  are  only  fools. 

However,  in  contemplating  these  ridiculous  spectacles,  one  can’t  help 
feeling  that  these  naked  actors  and  their  "artistic”  audiences  are 
somehow  just  waiting  for  a little  child  to  wander  in  and  cry  out.  But 
mama,  where  are  their  clothes?”

LDS  Play  Selectiont 


Each  year  some  100  plays  are 
submitted  to  the  MIA  General 
Board  to  be  considered  for 
publication.  They  range  from 
dramatic  sketches,  roadshows  and 
short  plays  to  full-length  musicals, 
pageants  and 
operas. 

The  person 
with  the  special 
assignment  of 
reading  and 
rec  o mmending 
the  plays  for 
publication  is  a 
member  of  the 
BYU  faculty.  He 
is  Dr.  Albert  O. 

Mitchell  of  the 
Drama  Dept.  A 
member  of  the 
MIA  General  Board  since  1948, 
Dr.  Mitchell  gives  thoughtful 
consideration  to  each  play  he 
receives. 

“Quite  a few  are  submitted  by 
people  who  haven’t  written 
before,”  said  Dr.  Mitchell.  He 
explained  that  many  of  these 
plays  attempt  to  preach  some 
gospel  principle  but  lack  the 
elements  of  fine  drama. 
Consequently,  they  are  not 
suitable  for  publication. 

Dr.  Mitchell  is  sure  to  thank 
each  person  who  submits  a script. 
When  a play  that  shows  promise  is 
submitted,  he  will  often  write 
constructive  comments  and 
encourage  the  author  to  revise  it. 
He  spends  much  time  in  working 


with  promising  authors  and  their 
plays,  helping  develop  a quality 
product. 

Even  though  a play  shows 
promise,  the  author  may  not  want 
to  take  the  time  to  work  with  it 
and  improve  it.  Dr.  Mitchell 
explained.  Many  plays  never 
become  as  great  as  they  could  be 
for  that  reason. 


Writers  should  not  be 
discouraged  if  their  first  attempt 
at  a play  needs  revising,  said  Dr. 
Mitchell.  He  cited  an  example  of  a 
professional  playwrite  in  the 
Church  who  revised  a musical  a 
dozen  or  more  times  before  it  was 
finally  accepted  and  published. 

When  Dr.  Mitchell  reads  a play 
that  he  feels  has  merit,  he  submits 
it  for  review  to  the  MIA  drama 
committee.  If  they  approve  of  the 
play,  it  is  read  by  members  of  the 
General  Board.  Upon  their 
approval,  the  play  eventually  is 
read  by  The  Church  Correlation 
Committee.

Panthers 

Protest 

Jailings 


NEW  HAVEN,  Conn.  (AP)- 

Sponsors  of  weekend  rallies  in 
support  of  jailed  Black  Panthers 
said  Sunday  police  and  military 
buildups  and  fears  of  violence  cut 
sharply  into  the  number  of 
demonstrators. 

Police,  Panthers  and  Yale 
University  President  Kingman 
Brewster  Jr.  blamed  a small 
minority  for  the  scattered 
night-time  skirmishes  Friday  and 
Saturday  that  contrasted  with 
peaceful  afternoon  rallies. 

Crowds  of  more  than  35,000 
had  been  predicted  by  some  of 
the  sponsoring  groups.  Police 
estimated  there  were  12,000  to 

15.000  demonstrators  Friday  and 

6.000  to  8,000  Saturday  on  the 
New  Haven  Green,  a small  park  in 
the  middle  of  the  city  near  Yale 
University. 

Panther  National  Chairman 
Bobby  Seale,  one  of  eight 
Panthers  whose  release  from  jail 
the  demonstrators  were 
demanding,  said  in  a taped 
message  played  at  Saturday’s 
rally: 

“Pigs  (police)  scared  people 
away  from  this  rally.” 

In  anticipation  of  violence.  Gov. 
John  Dempsey  ordered  5,000 
National  Guardsmen  to  staging 
areas  in  New  Haven. 

Some  2,500  later  were  deployed 
in  the  streets.  Dempsey  also  asked 
for  federal  troops  and  4,000 
Marines  and  paratroopers  were 
flown  to  bases  in  nearby  states.

VietnamExperiences'^ 


It  is  customary  to  rise  when  a 
Medal  of  Honor  winner  enters  a 
room.  That  custom  was  the  last 
formality  observed  last  Friday 
night  when  Medal-winner  Bernard 
L.  Fisher  visited  the  BYU  campus. 

Col.  Fisher  set  the  tone  of  the 
meeting  by  interrupting  the  first 
order  of  business,  a presentation 
to  a cadet,  with  a sudden  “Hello, 
Janet!”  directed  to  a member  of 
the  audience.  Thereafter, 
everyone  was  on  the  edge  of  his 
seat,  hoping  to  miss  none  of  the 
Colonel’s  soft-spoken  remarks.

In  Saturday’s  opening  round 
action,  ASU’s  Don  Powers  took 
over  the  individual  lead  as  he  fired 
the, lowest  round  recorded  in  this 
year’sCougarClassic  a blistering  six 
under  par  66  for  a 36  hole  total  of 
141.  However  in  the  important 
team  standings  after  the  second 
round  of  play  New  Mexico  had 
overcome  the  two  stroke  deficit 
and  had  tied  the  Cougars  at  575, 
followed  by  ASU  with  576.
